Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  this  Report  is  in  some  respects  more  comprehensive 
than  has  heretofore  Been  customary,  for  it  includes  a  retro¬ 
spect  of  the  past  five  years. 

As  this  is  hut  one  of  fifteen  Reports  which  I  am  submit¬ 
ting  to  as  many  Authorities  its  size  and  scope  are  necessar¬ 
ily  more  curtailed  than  would  he  the  case  were  I  merely  acting 
for  a  single  District.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area. 

The  District  adjoins  the  N.N.E.  of  the  City  of  Leicester 
and  covers  an  area  of  about  2f  square  miles.  The  geological 
formation  is  chiefly  new  Red  Marl  passing  to  Alluvium  as  we 
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approach  the  river  Soar  which  drains  the  District.  Host  of 
the  village  of  Thurmaston,  for  though  an  Urban  District  it 
would  he  a  euphemism  to  style  it  a  town,  is  "built  on  alluvium 
and  extends  for  about  a  mile  on  either  side  of  the  main  road 
leading  from  Leicester  to  Melton  Mowbray.

Social  Conditions. 

The  population,  which  has  increased  by  about  l6  per  cent 
since  the  last  census,  is  chiefly  industrial  a  large  percent¬ 
age  being  employed  in  Leicester. 

The  local  industries  are  three  small  hosiery  factories, 
a  wicker  factory,  a  few  brickyards  with  which  may  be  grouped 
the  "En- tout-Cas "  works,  and  lastly  a  little  factory  for  the 
production  of  Malt  Extract. 

In  the  rural  part  of  the  District,  approximately  four- 
fifths  of  the  whole,  most  of  the  land  is  grazed.

II. •  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 
Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority 
or  County  Council 
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Tuberculosis,  Maternity  and  Children's  hospital  accommodation 


are  controlled  "by  the  County  Council  and  the  matter  is  dealt 
with  comprehensively  in  the  County  Report. 

?ever .  There  are  eight  Isolation  Hospitals  with  a  total  of 
85  "beds,  controlled  "by  the  Leicestershire  Isolation  Hospitals1 
Committee.  Patients  are  sent  to  such  hospitals  as  have  "beds 
available  for  the  disease  from  which  they  are  suffering.  Hone 
of  the  hospitals  is  in  this  District. 

Small  Pox.  There  are  two  hospitals  provided  for  the  County 
as  a  whole. 

Ambulance  Pacilities . 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases.  Motor  ambulances  are  provided 
in  connection  with  the  Isolation  Hospitals. 

(b)  For  Hon- inf ec t ious  Cases  and  Accident.  Hone  under 
the  District  Council.  The  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary 
and  other  voluntary  Organizations  provide  the  neces- 
sarv  facilities. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  All  under  the  County  Council. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  for  this  and  fourteen 
other  Districts  in  four  counties.  The  Combined  Districts 
cover  500  square  miles  and  have  a  population  of  about  120,000. 

Ho  office  or  clerical  staff  or  provision  for  travelling  is 
provided.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  Q,uorn  Urban  District.  Both  are  part-time  appointments. 

Professional  Uursing  in  the  Home . 

The  County  Council’s  Health  Visitors  and  School  Hurses 
visit  cases  in  this  District.  A  district  Nurse  is  provided 
by  the  Thurmaston  Uursing  Association. 
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Midwives : - 


The  supervision  of  Midwives  and  the  administrative  control 
of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  are  vested  in  the  County  Council. 

Chemical  Work: - 

Analyses  of  foods  and  drugs  are  conducted  "by  the  County 
Analyst.  Sev/age  effluents  are  analysed  at  the  County  laboratory. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  analyses  samples  of  water,  and  oc¬ 
casionally  of  sewage  effluents,  throughout  the  Combined  Districts. 

Legislation  in  ?orce: - 

There  are  no  Local  Acts  or  Special  Local  Orders.  I  have 
recommended  the  adoption  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention) 
Act  1890,  and  of  pa,rts  of  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Acts  of 
1890  and  1907..  Building  Bye-laws  (substantially  the  Intermed¬ 
iate  Code)  were  adopted  in  1924. 


III.  SANITARY  C IRCUMS TANCLS  OP  THL  AREA. 

Water : - 

The  Leicester  Corporation’s  mains  are  laid  throughout 
the  Area,  supplying  practically  all  save  outlying  properties. 

Rivers  and  Streams : - 

The  low  level  of  the  village  which  permits  of  but  littl e 
fall  for  the  sewers  precludes  the  possibility  of  any  effective 
system  of  sewage  purification  without  pumping.  Direct  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  river  Soar  is  consequently  taking  place  at  several 
points . 


Drainage  and  Sewerage: - 

Many  of  the  sewers  are  old  with  but  little  fall.  They  are 
fairly  well  ventilated  by  shafts.  Defective  drains  are  a  fre¬ 
quent  source  of  trouble,  and  sound  sanitation  cannot  be  looked 
for  throughout  the  village  as  a  whole  until  a  complete  sewerage 
scheme  with  pumping  is  provided  for  the  greater  part  of  the  vil- 
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lage,  Dew  Thurmaston,  that  is  the  part  of  the  District  adjoin¬ 
ing  Leicester,  "being  drained  to  the  City  sewers. 

The  whole  question  has  recently  "been  submitted  to  a  lead¬ 
ing  firm  of  Engineers  and  I  would  urge  that  their  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  to  the  provision  of  a  sewerage  scheme  be  adopted. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  inspected  130  drains  and  drain 
traps  during  the  year  and  nuisances  were  abated  in  29  instances.

Scavenging : -

of 

emptying  cesspools,  which  is  steadily  increasing,  already 
reaches  about  £300  a  year,  j  Drainage  to  cesspools  is  not  only 
an  exceedingly  insanitary  but  in  the  long  run  a  most  costly  way 
of  dealing  with  a  developing  area.  There  comes  a  time  in  the 
development  of  every  such  area  when  the  provision  of  a  sewerage 
scheme  can  no  longer  be  deferred. 

Hight  soil  and  refuse  are  deposited  on  a  refuse-tip.  A 
great  deal  of  this  expense  should  cease  as  soon  as 'water- 
carriage  is  available.  In  the  interim  I  would  direct  attention 
to  the  necessity  for  destroying  rats  which  almost  invariably 
breed  with  rapidity  in  the  vicinity  of  refuse-tips.  A  refuse 
destructor  is  of  course  desirable  but  it  should  follow  and  not 
precede  a  sewerage-scheme.  - j

Smoke  -abatement:  - 

There  are  no  factories  in  the  District  giving  rise  to 
smoke-nuisance  and  the  onlv  complaint  under  this  heading  which 
oarne  under  observation  referred  to  a  brick-yard  over  a  mile 
from  the  village.  The  cause  was  inadequate  stoking  and  the 
matter  was  promptly  rectified. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  P.ye-laws 

or  Regulations : - 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses.  Ho  Offensive  Trade 
is  established  and  there  are  no  Canal-boats  registered  in  the 
District . 

Schools : - 

The  Public  Dlementary  School  is  very  old  and  difficult  to 
keep  clean.  Despite  the  fact  that  a  great  improvement  has  been 
effected  by  the  asphalting  of  the  playground  and  although  the 
public  water  supply  is  available  here  as  elsewhere,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  desirability  of  providing  new  schools  is  a 
matter  which  cannot  in  fairness  to  the  children  be  indefinitely 
deferred.  I  take  the  view  that  the  unhygienic  conditions  which 
are  of  course  more  or  less  inevitable  in  so  old  a  building  have 
played  no  small  part  in  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease.

General  Housing;  Conditions  in  the  Area:- 

The  general  housing  conditions  are  of  course  integrally 
affected  hy  the  obsolete  nature  of  the  drainage  and  sewerage 
throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  village.  Apart,  however, 
from  the  sanitary  improvements  which  must  follow  in  the  wake 
of,  or  better  still  synchronize  with,  the  installation  of  a 
sewerage  scheme,  there  is  that  almost  inevitable  quotum  of 
old  houses  which  should  when  the  opportunity  arises  be  sched¬ 
uled  for  ’re-conditioning’.  By  re-conditioning  we  mean  some¬ 
thing  more  than  whitewashing  and  cleaning  and  painting  and  a 
few  incidental  repairs.  The  term  connotes  a  measure  and 
degree  of  overhaul  and  internal  modernisation  which  would  bring 
a  property  up  to  accepted  standards  of  comfort  and  habitability. 

A  subsidy  in  aid  of  re-conditioning  is  already  foreshadowed 
and  when  the  time  comes  Thurmaston  would  do  well  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  it.  Roughly  half-a-dozen  houses  could  be  ’re-condition¬ 
ed’  for  the  cost  of  erecting  one  and  in  most  villages  the  gain 
to  the  general  health  of  the  population  would  be  nearly  six 
times  as  great.  There  are  few,  if  any,  houses  which  are 
structurally  beyond  redemption. 

Overcrowding : - 

The  Census  returns  showed  four  houses  with  over  two  per¬ 
sons  per  room  and  a  total  of  34  in  which  there  were  more  than 
1,5  persons  per  room,  children  in  these  estimates  being  counted 
as  a  half.  The  total  number  of  families  at  that  time  was  521. 

If  over  two  persons  per  room  be  taken  as  indicating  accentuated 
overcrowding  and  over  1,5  as  a  lesser  degree  of  crowding,  it 
will  be  seen  that  roughly  one  per  cent  of  the  census  population 
must  be  included  in  the  former  category  while  about  7  per  cent 
would  be  counted  in  the  latter.

It  might  he  inferred  from  so  extensive  a  programme  that 
overcrowding  must  have  ceased,  hut  in  reality  it  is  no  less 
than  in  1921.  Most  of  these  houses  have  heen  built  hy  or 
for  persons  employed  in  the  City  of  Leicester.  Indeed  a 
large  proportion  of  the  population  even  prior  to  1921  was 
employed  in  the  City,  so  that  Thurmaston  housing  needs  are 
essentially  in  respect  of  those  living  in  overcrowded  houses 
who  are  relatively  few.  The  Council  should,  however,  1 
suggest,  consider  the  desirability  of  building  to  provide  for 
oertain  of  these  cases  or  for  an  equivalent  number  who  by  va¬ 
cating  their  present  tenements  would  release  the  latter  for 
those  families  which  are  now  too  crowded.  I  also  take  the 
view  that  Councils  generally  are  well  advised  in  providing 
houses  for  certain  of  their  employees..  Such  cases  would  of 
course  be  very  few  in  so  small  a  District.

In  most  of  the  Leicestershire  Districts  for  which  I  am 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  advantage  is  taken  of  the  facilities 
which  the  Count:/  Council  offers  for  the  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  of  samples  of  milk.  This  is  done  in  the  interest  of 
the  producer  as  well  as  of  the  consumer,  and  nothing  but  good 
has  accrued  as  a  result  of  these  examinations.  Throughout  these 
Districts  they  are  leading  to  a  great  improvement  in  the  clean¬ 
liness  of  milk,  thereby  not  only  rendering  it  more  wholesome  but 
increasing  its  keeping  qualities.  The  public  is  entitled  to 
insist  that  every  reasonable  precaution  be  taken  in  order  to 
guard  against  the  possibility  of  milk  being  below  accepted  stan¬ 
dards  of  cleanliness.  The  cost  to  the  District  Council  is  triv¬ 
ial,  only  2/6  per  sample  and  the  benefit  to  the  public  cannot 
easily  be  overestimated. 

Thurmaston  is  one  of  the  few  Districts  in  the  county  in 
which  there  has  been  no  systematic  Veterinary  inspection  of  milch 
cows.  This,  I  am  glad  to  say,  will  be  remedied  by  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Order  which  conies  into  operation  next 
month.
